4. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and system for 
determining the location of a radiation source including, inter alia, a controller configured 
to develop null angle measurements in response to a detection of radiation, to obtain 
position information related to the null angle measurements, to determine at least one 
baseline distance associated with the null angle measurements, to use at least one 
baseline distance, along with associated null angles and related position information, to 
compute a location of a radiation source, and to transmit the radiation source location 
information to a receiving controller. The prior art does show locating null angles. 
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However the present invention, as claimed, cannot be fairly rendered obvious by the 
prior art.
